NIMITZ SAYS ARMY-NAVY 


MERGER WOULDN’T WORK 


Admiral Testifies Disadvantages Are So 
Serious That It Is Not 
Acceptable. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 17 (AP)— 
Adm, Chester W. Nimitz asserted 
today the “theoretical advantages” 
of mergin the armed forces “are 
unattainable, whereas the disad- 
vantages are so serious that it is 
not acceptable.” 

Events which led to the Pearl 
Harbor disaster, the Pacific fleet 
commander told the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, “have 
shown clearly enough that not 
only between the War and Navy 
Departments but between both of 
them and the State Department 
there should have been more co- 
ordination of thinking and ac- 


tion.” 
To bring this about in the fu- 


a single department of defense 
but a national security council, 


composed of the Secretaries of 
State, War and Navy, as pro- 
posed by Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal. 

He said such a council would in- 
sure co-ordination of military 
plans with the nation’s foreign po- 
licy and the activities of the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization. 


Acknowledging that this stand 
against merger reverses his opin- 
ion of a year ago, he said:

PLUTONIUM FINDS 
2 NEW ELEMENTS 


Dr. Glenn Seaborg, Whose 
Work Helped With Atom 
Bomb, Gives Report.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17 (AP)—Dr. 
Glenn T. Seaborg announced yes- 
terday the discovery of two new 
elements, so far unnamed and des- 
ignated as elements 95 and 96. 


The University of California 
chemistry professor, now working 
at the University of Chicago met- 
allurgical laboratory, made the 
announcement in a paper pre- 
pared for the anniversary tech- 
nical conference of the Chicago 
section, American Chemical , So- 
ciety, 

Dr. Seaborg, co-discoverer of 
eluement 94, plutonium, which 
was used in atomic bomb manu- 
facture, disclosed that plutonium, 
discovered in a laboratory, has 
been found. to exist in minute 
amounts in a natural state. It 
was the first instance in which a 
man-made element was necessary 
to prove its existence in nature. 

He said also he and a co-worker, 
Arthur C. Wahl, had discovered 
neptunium 237, a new isotope or 
twin of element 93, neptunium. 

Dr. Seaborg said Ralph A. 
James and Leon O. Morgan were 
assocjated with him in discovery 
of element 95 and that he and 
James and Albert Ghioroso were 
co-discoverers of element 96. 

He said the new elements 95 
and 96 were found as a result of. 
bombardment of uranium 238, the | 
abundant isotope of that element, 
and plutonium 239 with - high 
energy ions of 40,000,000 electron 
volts in Prof. Ernest Lawrence’s 
cyclotron at Berkeley, Calif.

A rate reduction of $450,000 a 


year for natural gas sold to La- 


clede Gas Light Co. by Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. was ordered to- 
day by the Federal Power Com- 
mission. This is expected to be 
passed on to the approximately 
160,000 domestic customers of La- 
clede, under State Public Service 
Commission orders. 

Whether the rate cut will enable 
Laclede to change from its supply 
of mixed natural and manufac- 
tured gas for general consumption 
here has not been determined. In 
view of past statements of La- 
clede officers, the rate cut may 
pave the way for the change. 
L. Wade Childress, president of 
Laclede, told the Post-Dispatch he 
could not comment until he had 
received and studied the FPC 
order. 

The wholesale rate reduction, 
passed on to domestic users, will 


mean a cut of about 7% per cent 


in their gas bills. There are 
about 30,000 other customers, in- 
dustrial and wholesale, to whom 
it is not intended to pass on the 
reduction.

BYRNES ASSERTS 
ATOMIC GONTROL 
CUMMISSION CAN 
START INGO DAYS 


Bomb Not Being Used as 
Diplomatic or Military 
Threat Against Any 
Nation, He Says at 
Charleston, S. C. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 17 
(AP)—The United States Govern- 
ment believes the proposed United 
Nations Commission for the con- 
trol of atomic energy—particular- 
ly the atomic bomb—can be func- 
tioning in two months. 

Secretary of State Byrnes held 
out that possibility in a speech 
at a homecoming celebration here 
last night. He denied any sug- 
gestion that an attempt was being 
made to use the atomic bomb as 
“a diplomatic or military thréat 


against any’ nation.” 

In the first Administration pro- 
nouncement on atomic’ energy 
since the President and the Prime 
Ministers of Britain and Canada 
issued their declaration Thursday, 
Byrnes said the period of three- 
nation secrecy on industrial know- 
how “need not be unnecessarily 
prolonged.” 

Referring to the proposed estab- 
lishment of the commission, the 
Secretary said, “This can be done 
within 60 days.” 

U. S. Ready for Exchange. 

He emphasized the willingness 
of this country to exchange imme- 
diately the basic scientific infor- 
mation on atomic energy, and said 
the three nations “look forward” 
to the co-operation of the other 
United Nations. 

Byrnes conceded that the three- 
power proposals represented “a 
very modest first step in what is 
certain to prove a long and diffi- 
cult journey.” 

He said Americans should not 
“imagine wishfully that overnight 
there can arise full grown a world 
government wise and_e strong 
enough to protect all of us and 
tolerant and democratic enough 
to command our willing loyalty.” 
Hence, Byrnes said, when Truman 
and Prime Ministers Attlee and 
Mackenzie King got around to 
determining how soon the know- 
how of atomic énergy should be 
shared with other nations, “only 
one answer was possible.” — 

“Must Banish War.” 

The civilized world cannot sur- 
vive an atomic war, Byrnes said, 
“but it is not endugh to banish 
atomic or bacteriological war- 
fare.” 

“We must banish war,” he said. 
“To that great goal of humanity, 
we must ever rededicate our 
hearts and strength.” 

Byrnes said that the British- 
American atomic control program 
is the first step “in an effort to 
rescue the world from a desperate 
armament race.” 

“It is our purpose and grave 
duty,” he said, “to act in our rela- 
tions with other nations with the 
boldness and generosity that the 
atomic age demands of us.

Hsiung Shih-hui, deputy comman- 
der for Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek in Manchuria, has postponed 
indefinitely his return to the area, 
He recently arrived here to con- 
fer with Chiang on Manchurian 
conditions. Some of the withdraw- 
ing government officials, includ- 
ing Chiang’s eldest son, Chiang 
Chung-kuo, have arrived in Pei- 
ping, dispatches said. 

Capture of Gateway Town. 

Shanhaikwan, 10 miles north of 
Chinwangtao, where United States 
Marines are guarding the railway 
southward to Tientsin, fell yester- 
day to Chiang’s troops in a flank- 
ing movement that forced units 
of the Communist Eighth Route 
Army to abandon the strategic 
rail point. The announcement said 
the city was captured without 
heavy fighting, and casualties on 
both sides were light. .

ELECTION PLAN 


Failure to Broaden Gov- 
ernment Restrictions in 
Tomorrow’s_ Balloting 
Cited in Statement. 


| WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
» The United States is trying in 
both Moscow and Sofia to bring 
about basic political changes in 
Bulgaria which would allow es- 
tablishment of American diplo- 
matic relations with that country. 


This was reported by officials 
here in connection with the re- 
lease of a note delivered to the 
government at Sofia yesterday by 
the United States representative, 
Maynard Barnes. 

The text of the note, made pub- 
lic at the State Department, fol- 
lows: 

“As the Bulgarian Government 
is aware the United States Gov- 
ernmem desires to conclude a 
treaty of peace with Bulgaria 
with the least possible delay and 
with that in view has hoped to be 
able to recognize and establish 
diplomatic relations with an 
appropriate provisional Bulgarian 
government at an early date. 

“It is essential that such a Bul- 
garian government be adequately 
representative of the important 
élements of democratic opinion 
and that arrangements be made 
for free elections in which all 
democratic elements of the coun- 
try may effectively participate, 


free from the fear of force and/ 


intimidation, in order that the 
will of the majority of the people 
can be determined and the pledge 
given to them at Yalta be ful- 
filled. 

“The announced object of the 
recent visit of Mr. Mark Ethridge, 
the special representative of the 
Secretary of State, was in fact to 
investigate this situation. Mr. 
Ethridge’s findings have been 
made known to the Bulgarian 
Government as well ag to the sig- 
natories of the Yalta agreement. 

“Since the postponement of the 
elections originally scheduled for 
Aug. 26, 1945, an opportunity has 
been given for freer political ex: 
pression. However, no steps have 
been taken since August to re- 
organize the present Bulgarian 
Government to make it truly rep- 
resentative of democratic opinion. 

“From the elections now sched- 
uled for Nov. 18, 1945, important 
democratic elements are excluded 
throug the operation of a single 
list of candidates. Moreover, 
thege are indications that the free 
expression of popular will, is 
being further restricted by threats 
of coercion and later reprisals. 

“There is no reason to believe 
the results of an election con- 
ducted under such conditions will 
reflect the Bulgarian peoples’ 
choice of a representative demo- 
cratic government.” 

Ethridge is now in Moscow 
where presumably he has been 
making a first-hand report on 
conditions he found in Bulgaria 
and Romania. 

Bulgaria is ruled by a coalition 
government under Premier Kimon 
Georgiev whose political support 
rests in a “fatherland front” or- 
ganization of all political parties. 

Protests by the British and 
United States governments that 
the Communist-dominated Father- 
land Front was not adequately 
representative of all democratic 
elements in the country brought 
about the election postponement 
in August. In the elections, the 
Bulgarians will choose members 
of the National Assembly. 

Bulgaria is one of the coun- 
tries which has been occupied by 
the Red Army, Together with 
Romania, it is probably the hot- 
test spot involved in negotiations 
among London, Washington and 
Moscow over Soviet domination of 
eastern European governments. 

Secretary of State Byrnes re- 
cently defined American basic 
policy .there as being to recog- 
nize the Soviet Union’s special 
security interests and right to 
friendly neighboring governments 
but to reject any conditions deny- 
ing to the peopie of those coun- 
tries the right to choose their 
own leaders,

Fried and Frozen.

Loaded on Trucks. 

The sixth day on the open ten- 
nig court, Dec, 21, a convoy of 19 
trucks arrived and about half the 
men were loaded aboard, A 
second convoy appeared the next 
day. Both convoys took the pris- 
oners to San Fernando Pampanga, 
stopping often under trees when- 
ever airplanes were heard.

The prisoners were in good 
spirits. They had lost strength, 
but they had gained eight days’ 
delay from the Japanese, and Gen.

BATAVIA, Nov. 17 (AP)—Cabi-

MANILA, Nov. 17 (AP)—At- 
tempts to link Lt, Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita with atrocities in 
Manila during the latter stages of 
the American campaign received a 
setback today when a Japanese 
army commander asserted naval 
férces waged most of the battle 
in the capital streets. 

The prosecution called the wit- 
ness, Lt. Gen. Shizuwo Yokoyama, 
after informing the commission 
trying Yamashita on war criminal 
charges that it wished to estab- 
lish links of command between 
Yamashita as over-all commander 
and Yokoyama as leader of the 
Manila defenses. 

Yokoyama testified, however, 
that naval forces defended the 
city despite his order they move 
to the outskirts, 

His command included Manila, 
he said, while Yamashita trans- 
ferred to Baguio, 

The city’s defenders, Yokoyama 
testified, were “virtually on their 
own” under R. Adm. Iwabuchi;

Names Terauchi As Chief, 


Yokoyama also rocked the pros- 
ecution’s contention that Yama- 
shita was responsible for atrocities 
in the prisoner of war camps and 
civilian internee prisons when he 
said that prior to Nov. 17, 1944, 
Count Terauchi commanded the 
entire southern regions including 
the Philippines, 

In response to a question by 
President Russell B. Reynolds of 
the commission as to what orders 
he had received about killing Fili- 
pino civilians, Yokoyama said he 
had received instructions from 
Yamashita to “be fair with ‘all 
Filipino people and handle them 
with caution.” 

Asked about orders to burn 
Manila, Yokoyama replied: 

“T didn’t receive any such orders 
aside from certain demolitions for 
military purposes.” 

He asserted naval forces under 
Iwabuchi were responsible for the 
major destruction in South Manila, 
acting under longstanding naval 
orders with which he and Yama- 
shita had no connection. 

Yokoyama’s testimony was in di- 
rect contradiction with evidence 
given yesterday by V. Adm. Den- 
shichi Okoochi, who said _ the 
Army—not the Navy—was answer- 
able for all armed forces ashore 
after last Jan. 6. The Americans 
invaded Luzon Jan, 9. 

Reynolds asked Yokoyama 

whether he knew of the large 
numbers of civilians killed in 
Batangas province, 
/"“~ first learned of this after 
coming out of the mountains and 
going into a prisoner of war 
camp,” Yokoyama replied. He 
maintained that he had not re- 
ceived orders for sugh acts nor 
issued any. He also said he had 
no knowledge of the holding of 
civilians in Manila by Japanese 
during the heated artillery and 
aerial attacks. 

Order Attributed to Yamashita. 

During the day Yamashita heard 
a Filipino witness attribute to him 
a blunt order to “kill all prison- 
ers of war.” 

Filemon Castillegos said a Jap- 
anese captain told him such an or- 
der was received from Yamashita 
and figured in the execution of 
three American airmen on Batan 
island, northernmost of the Philip- 
pines. 

Earlier witnesses told of the ex- 

ecution of the airmen and the 
torture and murder of a First Cav- 
alry Division trooper. 
_ A medical officer’s statement in- 
troduced by the prosecution de- 
scribed torture marks on the body 
of Pvt. Wade Gensemer of San 
Francisco, a cavalry patrol mem- 
ber captured near Caragara in 
November 1944. The report stated 
the body bore bayonet wounds, a 
fingernail had been removed and 
the feet showed evidence they had 
been burned. 

Rafael Puno, a Filipino, and a 
Japanese prisoner who served as 
interpreter on Batan, described 
the death of Capt, William Burgh, 
a downed airman, about Nov. 20, 


1944. He said Burgh first pleaded 


with the Japanese lieutenant in 
charge of the execution party, but 
bravely made no outcry when the

TOKYO, Nov. 17 (AP).~—The 
Japanese military ordered prison- 
er of war records burned the day 
Emperor Hirohito commanded the 
nation to lay down its arms, the 
recovered personnel’ section of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters disclosed today. 


Under Allied prompting, the Jap- 
anese have been able to offer only 
the most vague and incomplete 
explanations of the action. Japan's 
liaison office said the destruction 
occurred when the Nipponese were 
“psychologically in a state of utter 
confusion, if not panic stricken.” 
The actual orders to burn highly 
important documents were issued 
orally last Aug. 15 from the Min- 
istry of War office at a liaison 
conference at Ichigoya. The miss- 
ing records may concern as many 
as 30,000 persons, many still not 
traced, said Lt. N. F. Churchill, 
Toledo, O., of the recovered per- 
sonnel office. 


Lt. Gen. Hiroshi Tamura, then 
director of the Prisoner of War 
Information Bureau and chief of 
the Prisoner of War Administra- 
tion Bureau, later issued specific 
orders, Japanese officials ac- 
knowledged today that many doc- 
uments were destroyed which 
should not have been. 

Churchill and 25 men are trying 
to trace more than 1500 missing 
American B-29 airmen. Of the 
2200 to 2300 B-29 pilots and crew- 
men originally listed as missing 
during the air war which preced- 
ed Japan’g capitulation, 837 have 
been recovered alive from prison 
camps on the main islands. 

The fate of an unannounced 


number of Navy pilots and crew- 
men also is unknown. 

Since the occupation, the graves 
of only about 20 American flyers 
have been found in Japan. As 
the search continues, more graves 
may come to light, but the in- 
vestigators held out little hope of 
finding any more of the men 
alive. 

A force of 25 Investigators, 
working with the cooperation of 
local police in areas where planes 
are known to have fallen, is en- 
gaged in the country-wide search. 

Emperor Hirohito visited today 
the Tama mausoleum where his 
father, Emperor Taisho is buried, 
and reported the war had ended 
in Japan's defeat. 

The newspaper Asahi said the 
reported decision to abolish the 
powerful office of Lord Keeper 
of the Privy Seal was reached on 
the persona] initiative of the em- 
peror, 

The present holder of the office, 
Koichi Kido, whose critics have 
linked him with the elevation of 
Hideki Tojo as war premier, may 
quit Tuesday, 

The newspaper also reported 
that steps are under way to re- 
form the peerage system so as to 
permit renunication of privileges 
at will and to revise drastically 
the system of transmitting titles 
by heredity. 

The government abolished Ja- 
pan’s compulsory military law, 
drafted in 1872 under the Emperor 
Meiji. Nearly 3,000,000 Japanese 
service men still overseas were 
excepted until they are repatriated 
and demobilized.

Believes System Upheld. 
“IT feel that the successes which 
led to this result are convincing 
evidence of the merit of the sys- 
tem under which thew were ac- 
complished, 


“Our successes were more rapid 
than I had believed possible a 
year ago. -I believe we should 
have very good reasons—better 
reasons than any offered so far— 
before we change a system that 
has proved itself so effective.” 

In the Pacific victory, Nim- 
itz declared, “I believe there is 
credit enough for all. In particu- 
lar I wish at all times to give 
full credit to air power, which I 
have consistently held to be as 
essential in war as ships or 
troops.” 

He remarked, however, that the 
Navy provided and protected the 
ships which supplied the bomber 
bases “‘and would be required to 
protect such shipping in the fu- 
ture” for the maintenance of 
bombers based outside the United 
States. 

“I do not believe our people are 
sufficiently aware of the impor- 
tance to America of the control of 
the seas,” he said. “Perhaps this 
is something well understood and 
valued by the Navy’s sister serv- 
ices, but if so we are not often 


given that assurance. 

In testimony before the com- 
mittee on Nov. 9, Lt. Gen, James 
A, Doolittle, commander of the 
Army’s Eighth Air Force, had dis- 
puted some Navy claims that sea- 
power and carrier-based aircraft 
won the war in the Pacific, re- 
marking, “Our B-29 boys are 
resting uneasily In their graves.”

At that level, where 
almost every decision must take 
into account a wide range of fac- 
tors including those of national 
policy, deliberation is perhaps as 
important, if not more important, 
than speed. 

“It may be aggravating at times 
and it may seem inefficient, but 
I do not now believe that the 
alternative of one-man decisions 
would work as well in the long 
run. For an example of how they 
did not work too well we may 
recall Germany's experience in 
the war just ended.” 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, tes- 
tifying before the committee yes- 
terday, said: “The facts are that 
Germany ggver had such a single 
department, or even unity of di- 
rection, except in the, Fuehrer 
himself.” He further asserted 
that “one of the major contribut- 
ing factors to the Nazi defeat was 
the utter lack of unified direction 
over the Luftwaffe and Wehr- 
macht.”

LIKE BLACKSMITH 
HAMMERING IRON 


DACHAU, Germany, Nov. 17 
(AP)—A United States. military 
court was told today that Fried- 
rich Ruppert, former commander 
of the Dachau concentration 
camp, “could beat people without 
changing expression—just like a 
blacksmith hammering iron.” . 

The witness was Rudolf Wolf, 
a young German engraver who 
spent nearly three years in the 
prison, He also singled out others 
by name among the 40 defendants. 

Wolf dubbed Christof Knoll 
“the Jew-killer,” saying: “Knoll 
would brag about how many Jews 
he killed on his work detail,” 

He said he saw Emil Mah! hang 
a Russian prisoner “just like a 
professional hangman, and as 
such he was known throughout 
the camp.” 

Dr, Franz Blaha, a former Da- 
chau inmate, identified 17 of the 
40 defendants in six hours of tea- 
timony yesterday. 

The Czechoslovakian physician 
charged that: 

Naked prisonérs were made toa 
stand in line in front of the hos- 
pital for hours in all kinds of 
weather, while doctors examined 
them to see if they were able to 
work. 

Scores of inmates were given 
nothing but salt’ water for five 
days to see what effect it would 
have on them. 

Prisoners and priests were in- 
jected with, chemicals in painful 
experiments which caused many 
deaths and amputations. 

The heads of inmates killed In 
malarial experiments were chopped 
off, boiled and bleache@& as tro- 
phies for the SS. guards. 

Human skin was obtained fér 
the most part from gas chambe 
victims. Blaha and other inmates 
were forced to flay bodies, treat 
the skin with chemicals and cut it 
into patterns provided by the 88. 
Handbags, gloves, saddles and 
slippers were made from the hu- 
man hide and “tattoos were most 
popular.”

| The United Electrical, Radio and 

Machine Workers of America, 
CIO, rejected yesterday a 10 per 
cent wage increase for 30,000 of 
its members and, after charging 
industry with holding up manu- 
facture of radios, washing ma- 
chines and_ refrigerators, de- 
manded a congressional investiga- 
tion. 

The wage increase was offered 
by the General Motors Corpora- 
tion.

Exempt Groups Revives 
Demand for Curb on 


Political Gifts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
A Treasury report that 28,638 la- 
bor unions and organizations took 
in $389,686,000 in one year brovght 
renewed insistence by some Con- 
gressmen today that curbs be 
placed on union financial contri- 
butions in elections. 

The report disclosed that tax- 
exempt organizations, including 
unions and farm co-operatives, had 


gross income of five billion dollars 
in 1948. Farm co-operatives § col- 
lected a gross of $2,233,904,000 that 
year. 

The report on income-of tax- 
exempt organizations was pre- 
pared on instructions from Con- 
gress. The requirement was writ- 
ten into the tax law early last 
year when there was wide con- 
troversy over contributions to po- 
litical campaigns. 

Figures to Be Analyzed. 

Representative Smith (Dem.), 
Virginia, co-author of the Smith- 
Connally War Labor Disputes 
Act, told newspaper men this first 
report on the income of unions 
“shows a very definite need for 
strengthening the corrupt prac- 
tices law to prevent unions from 
financing elections, as was done 
in 1944.” 

Taking note of the gross in- 
come of co-operatvies, Chairman 
George (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
Senate Finance Committee said: 

“We have got.to look into this 

matter from a tax viewpoint. The 
co-ops are growing by leaps and 
bounds. The possibilities of their 
qualifying for tax exemption have 
multiplied. They present a prob- 
lem not only for other enterprise, 
but they are a tax problem.” 
It is understood that the tax 
staff employed by Congress. will 
study the Treasury figures and 
submit an analysis to the House- 
Senate joint committee on taxa- 
tion. 

Business Groups’ Incomes. 

In its general report on income 
of tax-exempt organizations, the 
Treasury said 5695 business 
leagues, chambers of commerce, 
trade associations, etc., reported 
income of $185,024,000.

Economic Aspects. 

Byrnes said that the job of ban- 
ishing war means that “we must 
guurd not only against military 
threats to world security but evo- 
nomic threats to world well- 
being.” 

He said that many countries 
need to borrow money to restore 
their war-shattered economies, 
Whatever loans the United States 
makes, he detlared, will increase 
the market for American goods, 
“for in tHe long run the dollars 
we lend gan be spent only in this 
country.” 

“We cynnot play Santa Claus to

Rent Control Difficulties — 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: _ * 

Your suggestion in the editorial, “St. 
Louis, City of the Homeless,” that porta-, 
ble houses and trailers be provided to 
relieve the housing situation is very 
good. Unless there is a drastic change 
in the rent control] regulations, many 
people will have to live in these tempo- 
raries for a long time. 

Few well-informed people are going 
to stick their money in the noose of rent 
control by building new or remodeling 
existing structures to provide additional 
rental units. The job of securing’ ma- 
terials and labor at existing high prices 
is a big hurdle. But it takes more than 
the patience of Job to go under all 
the accessory rules and regulations 
which still go hand in hand with the 
control of the rental rate. ) 

Here is a list of some of the forms 
an owner comes into contact with un- 
der the regulations: D-4, D-58, DD- 
101D-3, DD-112-D-2, D-8, LMN-30, D-2 
and 25. And these rules and forms 
are changed from time to time, without 
Yotice to the owner or his agent. You 
just wade in, fill out the form and find 
out if you have complied with any revi- 
sions, Isn't this reason enough for an 
owner to keep a house vacant if he 
wants to sell it? — 

Thus, @ house which is vacant and 
ready for immediate occupancy draws 
a heavy premium in a sale. Even some 
returning veterans get tangled up in se- 
curing prompt possession because the 
rules have been changed since they 
rented out their homes in 1943. 

Many additional living units would be 
made available by remodeling and con- 
versions if the accessory rules and regu- 
lations were removed. Maybe it would 
be wise for the community to go into 
the whole question of rent control while 
it is about the job of providing extra 
housing. 

Now it comes out officially, from the 
Bureau of Labor statistics, that rent is 
the only major item in the cost of liv- 
ing which: has been effectively con- 
trolled, being held to an increase of 3.8 
per cent over 1939. Food and clothing 
increased up to 50 per cent. The price- 
control chickens are coming back to 
roost, and they have brought with them 
a housing shortage.

-St. Louis’s Gift to Gen. Sherman 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Last May there appeared in St. Louis 
newspapers the statement of a Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Swekosky to the effect that on 
the basis of his discoveries, it was 
‘henceforth wrong for St, Louis to con- 
tinue in the belief that its citizens had, 
in 1865, given Gen. W. T. Sherman the 
house at 912 Garrison avenue which he 
occupied for many years. Dr. Swekosky 
arfived at this “discovery” by noting 
that the deed in the Recorder’s office 
showed that Sherman had himself 
bought the house from David Nicholson 
for the sum of $25,500. 

If Dr. Swekosky had _ researched 
further, he would have discovered that 
the $25,500 Sherman paid Nicholson was 
money raised by his admirers in St. 
Louis and given to him for the purpose 
of buying such a house and settling 
down in their midst. The details of all 
this are published in Scharf's “History 
of St. Louis City and County,” together 
with the names of the committee which 
raised the money as a token of the 
city’s appreciation of what Sherman 
had done to preserve the Union. 

Furthermore, in Gen. Sherman’s per- 
sonal account book, which I have seen, 
is an item in his handwriting, “Bought 
of D Nicholson, a present, $25,500.” I 
know Sherman was a poor Man when 
he emerged from the war. Also, Gen. 

-Sherman’s descendants assure me that 
of their own personal knowledge the 
house was given by Sherman’s friends 
just as Scharf describes.

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No Lynchings at Lueneburg 


The outcome of the first major trial of persons 
indicted for the German concentration camp 
atrocities provides an answer to the critics who 
have charged that Allied action against groups 


‘of alleged war criminals amounts to legalized 


lynching. 

The nine weeks of hearings at Lueneburg for 
44 officials and underlings at the notorious 
Belsen and Oswiecim (Auschwitz) camps were 


- filled with delays and quibbling. Nevertheless, 


it is now clear that the members of the British 
military tribunal must have examined carefully 
both the evidence against and the testimony for 
each of the accused, for the verdict is conviction 
of 30 persons and acquittal of 14 others. 


Judge Lynch does not hand down-such dis- 


criminating decisions as that. His court’s arbi- 
trary procedure calls for blanket convictions, 
the limit in sentences and no right of ap- 
peal. So the Lueneburg tribunal has, by all the 
signs, upheld the high democratic ideal of a fair 
trial for every offender, no matter what his 
character or how shocking the crime charged 
against him, and acquittal,for the innocent. 

The men and women tried at Lueneburg were 
involved in some of the most ghastly of all the 
Nazi crimes. 
Oswiecim took a toll of 4,000,000 human lives, 
according to the sober recital of the international 
court’s indictment of 24 German leaders and 
organizations. At Belsen, upward of 30,000 
persons were done to death. The world can 
never forget the pictures and descriptions of 
the mountainous piles of emaciated .dead, the 
crematory ovens, the instruments of scientific 
torture and the swarms of starving. wild-eyed 
survivors that came from both those camps. 

So decent society at last brings to justice the 
arrogant, grim arch-murderer, Josef Kramer, 
one-time commander of both those two hell-holes 
and symbol of the beastly mass-extermination 
policies that were a war method of the Nazis. 

The conviction of Kramer and 29 of his 
bloody-handed henchmen came after & long trial 
in which their counsel were free to use every 
legitimate resource of the defense lawyer, and 
even many tricky devices reminiscent of the 
shyster. These men and women had their day 
in court, as democratic justice requires. 

The Nuernburg judges can profit by the ex- 
ample set at Lueneburg, both by realizing the 
need for restraint on the badgering of witnesses 
and other unsavory tactics, and by studying the 
fair-minded decisions just handed down, 

Meanwhile, what valid occasion can there be 


- for further delay in the trial of the 24 ringleaders 


at Nuernburg? The series of postponements in 
this proceeding is beginning to tax the patience 
of a waiting Allied public that expects un- 
swerving and prompt justice for the perpetrators 
of the world’s most monstrous crime. 
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A Strike Against -Self-Interest 


As yet, outsiders have no adequate basis for 
aligning their sympathy on either side in the 
growing Midwest truck strike. The public, how- 
ever, will inevitably, and with more than a little 
justice, feel a strong annoyance with operators 
and drivers alike. For freight trucking is an 
essential public service, and its strikes are in 
part strikes against the public. 

The real culprit, perhaps, is the lack of a well- 
ordered industrial relations tradition in the in- 
dustry. It comes in sharpest contrast with the 
high degree of regularity and order in railroad 
labor relations. In the younger industry, strikes 
are all too common; in the older one, they are 
the rarest exception. 

There can be, of course, no hope that the mo- 
tor freight industry will reach maturity of in- 
dustrial relations overnight. Yet self-interest at 
least, entirely apart from public interest, should 
lead both its management and labor to explore 
every resource of negotiation, mediation and ar- 
bitration before allowing strikes to occur. 
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To Compel Railroad Safety - 


The proposal by Senator Wheeler of Montana, ~ 


chairman of the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, to give the ICC authority to require 
railroads to install radio communications, is good 
as far as it goes, but it does not begin to go far 
enough. 

The railroads, with/some bright exceptions, 
are behindhand not only on modern communi- 
cations methods, but also on numerous other 
safety devices. They should voluntarily be mak- 
ing universal application of automatic train con- 
trol, the invention which enforces the block sig- 
nal system; roller bearings, the modern version 
of the obsolete journal; dead man’s valve, which 
automatically stops the train if the engineer 
dies at the throttle—and still other improvements 
which passengers have a right to expect to be 
used for the protection of their lives. 

Now that the railroads are flush with money, 
the time is opportune for insistence that they 
spend more of their funds on safety. The ICC 
has taken a weak-kneed attitude toward compel- 
ing the railroads to do their duty when they 
won't do it on their own hook. It has held back 
partly through timidity and partly through un- 
sureness of its legal ground. The commission 
should be provided with the footing in law, and 
should then provide itself with’ the aggressive- 
ness to discharge its obligation to the public. 
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More D. A. R. Aftermath 


Federal District Judge Phillip Forman has 
asked the D. A. R. of Trenton, N. J., to have no 
part in his court’s naturalization proceedings 
until it repudiates the exclusion of Hazel Scott 
from Constitution Hall because she is a Negro. 

It may seem drastic thus to penalize one 
branch of a far-flung organization for the sins of 
another. The fact remains that Judge Forman, 
an American, and a good many other Americans, 
feel that the public violation of a common funda- 
mental creed in one branch of an organization 
should be publicly rebuked by other branches. 

As a former New Jersey State commander of 
the American Legion, in fact, Judge Forman 
could have cited precedents. The Legion’s ideals 
are very much like those of the D. A. R. On re- 
peated occasions, local posts have violated those 
ideals, and other local posts’ have unsparingly 
denounced them. In consequence, the American 
Legion as a whole has been spared the bad

reputation its less responsible elements would 
otherwise have got for it. 

It is hard, of course, for a branch of any or- 
ganization to bring itself to breach organization 
harmony. Nevertheless, D. A. R. chapters and 
branches of other bodies that find themselves in 
similarly embarrassing circumstances may well 
have a care to the possible alternative. Other- 
wise, Judge Forman’s judgment may spread to 
other courts and other minds. 
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De Gaulle and the Communists 

it is no state secret that Gen. De Gaulle is not 
overfond of the French Communists. They op- 
posed his idea of an Assembly confined to the 
work of writing a strong Constitution without 
the additional burden of carrying full responsi- 
bility for day-by-day government. In the post- 
election period of jockeying for position, the 
Communists have sought alliance with the So- 
cialists against the MRP, the more moderate 
party with policies closely akin to De Gaulle’s 
own convictions. 

But whatever his prejudices—and to a con- 
siderable extent they are justified—there must 
be an equitable distribution of Cabinet posts 
among the three major parties. A Cabinet that 
does not include at least one Communist in an 


important position would not only violate the 


election mandate, but would antagonize a group 
without which coalition government cannot func- 
tion successfully in France. 

De Gaulle has suggested on several occasions 
that he would, not continue to head the Pro- 
visional Government, and that he would refuse 
the presidency, unless his leadership was ac 
cepted without any commitments on his part. 
That leadership was reaffirmed, first at the 
polls and again by his election.to the presidency 
this week, because he has held himself aloof from 
politics and campaigned only for unity, the theme 
he has gallantly symbolized since June, 1940. He 
called for unity once again on Armistice day, 
and asked for an end to “absurd quarrels” grow- 
ing eut of political division when there was so 
much co-operative work to be. done. 

De Gaulle cannot now serve France by deny- 
ing the new’ Government a balanced coalition, 
by threatening to resign, by putting pique be- 
fore principle. The Fourth Republic, which must 
be created in unwavering coalition, has only 
seven months—the term of the Assembly—in 
which to be brought to life. 
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Mud in Our Eyes 


The brisk winds of this season, whipping 
through downtown St. Louis, fill the air with 
so much dist that walking in the streets is 
unpleasant and dangerous, Dirt is swirled along 


like a sand storm, and the painful consequences 


are plain in the red eyes of pedestrians. 

Mayor Kaufmann has commented on “the 
filthy and disorderly” state of many St. Louis 
streets. He has asked police vigilance in en- 
forcing the anti-litter ordinance. He has on 
occasion arranged for special assistants to help 
in the work of cleaning. During the war, efforts 
in this direction were hampered by lack of man- 
power. 

At this time, however, men should be avail- 
able for the work, and intensified efforts should 
be begun to correct an intolerable situation. 
St. Louis has a national reputation for the care 
its citizens give theif lawns and sidewalks in 
residential areas. It is a city of pleasant parks 
and tree-lined avenues. 
fight against smoke. Its citizens have a right 
to ask for cleaner streets. So far, they have 
been put off with a dusty answer. 
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Housing Scouts Are Wanted 

The scarcities of building materials and con- 
struction labor in St. Louis described by Build- 
ing Commissioner Baum are cogent reasons why 
this community needs to have experienced scouts 
out in the field rounding up both in order to 
help relieve the housing shortage. 

The core of the problem will not be touched 
until inflation has been brought under control. 
That will take price ceilings on houses for sale 
as well as the construction of new houses and 
apartments. But there will not be enough new 
housing units to make a difference until we 
make a community attack on the problem. 

How would anyone go about building a house 
under present conditions? If he could not get 
materials and labor on the ordinary market, he 


ought to be able to turn to a community organ-— 


ization which would keep him from being held 
up by a bottleneck. 

Is the Surplus Properties Administration hold- 
ing on to materials and houses which we could 
use? What are the possibilities for construction 
of prefabricated houses here to shelter the home- 
less? An alert and aggressive citizens’ organiza- 
tion should be in existence right now and should 
be satisfactorily answering these and many other 
questions. It-is no time for timidity and pass- 
ing the buck. When do we get that leadership? 
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The hoisting engineers’ union is demanding 
an increase in pay from $16 to $20 a day. That's 
not bad hoisting. 
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Three Smear Victims Vindicated 

So many history-making events have occurred 
since the summer of 1943 that it is difficult to 
recall .now the hot controversy of that period 
over the question: Should Congress fire three 
Federal employes, accused by the Dies commit- 
tee of “subversive affiliation’’? 

The House speedily agreed that it should, and 
attached a rider to an appropriations bill pro- 
viding that none of the funds it carried should 
be used’ for paying the salaries of the three 
men: Robert Morss Lovett, Goodwin B. Watson 
and William E. Dodd Jr. The Senate did not 
concur so easily, but at last gave in, after some 
elaborate vote-swapping engineered by Senator 
McKellar, when the bill came up for the fourth 
time, President Roosevelt denounced the bill 
as “unconstitutional,” but signed rather than 
hold up a large appropriation. 

Now the three men have been fully vindicated 
by the United States Court of Claims, It up- 
holds their claims for back salary for the periods 
they continued to serve after the ouster, it de- 
clares their ousteg unconstitutional and it de- 
nounces the action of Congress as “a shocking 
and outrageous injustice unique in our history.” 
Was our present committee of witch-hunters 
listening when those ringing words were spoken?

Help Needed for the Philippines 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Economic life of islands is crippled, bank report says; immediate 
problems are war damage, financial chaos of occupation money 
and inflation from lack‘ of goods; relief measures are required, 
also a long-range plan for preferential trade with United States. 


From the Monthly Letter of the National, City Bank of New York 


The problem of rehabilitation and recon- 
struction in the Philippines becomes more 
critical with every day of delay in work- 
ing out adequate remedial measures. Peo- 
ple returning to this country tell a story of 
devastation and disorganization that is al- 


* most unbelievable. 


Manila and many other principal cities 
lie partly or wholly in ruins. Of the chief 
industries, much of the sugar milling equip- 
ment has been destroyed, the coconut oil 
mills even worse hit and the gold mines 
stripped of essential machinery. Lesser in- 
dustries haye been similarly affected. 


The Japanese not only shelled and set 
fire to industrial and commercial establish- 
ments, public buildings and homes; they 
also stole or destroyed automobiles, rail- 
road equipment, farm implements and 
work animals, While there have been some 
repairs to transportation facilities, the 
greater part of the islands is still crippled 
by transport deficiencies. 


Problem of Currency 


Some hemp is available for export be- 
cause of the Japanese interest in main- 
taining production, and some copra is also 


being sent to this country for processing | 


into oil pending the re-establishment of 
Phikppine milling facilities. Considerable 
quantities of tobacco are believed to have 
been accumulated in Northern Luzon, but 
no substantial amount of sugar will be 
available for export until 1947 at the earli- 
est. . 


Besides inflicting physical damage, the 
Japanese flooded the country with occupa- 
tion currency—pure fiat money which de- 
clined in value and rapidly became worth- 


‘less with the ebb of their military fortunes, 


Insurance companies and banks found 
their portfolios filling up with worthless 
assets. Debtors “liquidated” their obliga- 
tions in this depreciated paper. Specula- 
tors made fortunes, while solid investors 
were ruined, 


Even the “good” money in the Philip- 
pines is creating a problem in view of 
acute shortage of godts. With American 
military expenditures in the islands lifting 
the present circulation of legitimate pesos 
to around 900,000,000, or four times the pre- 
war level, an enormous inflation is under 
way and will progress until sufficient con- 
sumers’ goods become available either from 
local production or from imports. 


War Insurance Not Adequate 


In December, 1941, following Pearl Har- 
bor, President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
Commerce Jesse Jones proclaimed publicly 
the intention to protect property owners in 
respect of war damage whether in the con- 
tinental United States or in insular posses- 
sions. This promise was implemented by 
legislation in the spring of 1942 setting up 
the War Damage Corporation, but the 
islands were excluded from protection after 
July 1, 1942, on the ground that would-be 
insurers were unable to remit and that 
special treatment would have to be devised 
after the war. As a result, there has been 
no provision to cover such losses after that 
date, since when most of the damage oc- 
curred, 

There are at present two bills in the 
Senate, one introduced by Senator Tydings 
and the other by Senator Taft, dealing 
with Philippine losses not covered by ex- 
isting legislation, but neither has emerged 


; 


from committee and the former imposes 
a ceiling of $100,000,000, which is far from 
adequate and would impose delays owing 
to the necessity of examining every claim 
and then prorating the ceiling amount. 
Meanwhile, businesses and industries in the 
islands are stopped on dead center to the 
extent that the war robbed them of capital 
which cannot yét be replaced. 


The Islands’ Future 


In the background of all these questions 
lies the problem of trade relationships with 
the United States. Even businesses and in- 
dustries which have new capital to put in 
are being inhibited by the failure of the 
two governments to find a solution of the 
question whether the Philippines are to en- 
joy preferentia] treatment in their trade 
with this country or to stand outside our 
tariff when they attain independence, as 
they seem destined to do next July. 


A pending bill by Senator Tydings pro- 
poses to extend preferential tariff arrangé- 
ments over the period to 1967, but contem- 
plates yearly diminution of the preferential 
on a scale which would make it doubtful 
whether capital would go to work again in 
the islands. 


The problem is to find some compromise 
that will permit investors to amortize their 
costs. While the immediate need is to get 
recovery going with all possible speed, over 
the long term the effort should be to en- 
courage development along lines which will 
promote the economic independence that 
is the logical concomitant of political in- 
dependence, 


What we do in the Philippines is impor- 
tant not only to our own sense of moral 
responsibility and justice, but’ will affect 
our standing and prestige in the Orient. 
Whatever we do needs to be done quickly, 
for the situation has reached a point of 
crisis. 


GOWN OR TOGA?

Which furnishes the greater opportunity 
for public service, a seat in the United 
States Senate or the presidency of an im- 
portant American university? It is reason- 
able to suppose that Senator J. W. Ful- 
bright of Arkansas weighed that question 
before deciding to decline the presidency 
of Columbia University in New York. 

The offer must have been tempting. The 
university has great prestige, and the pos- 
sibilities of service through é@ducation at 
that level are extremely § attractive. 
Furthermore, the young Arkansan has an 
academic background, and it would have 
been natural for him to turn his footsteps 
back to the groves of learning. 

He has displayed certain talents in Con- 
gress, however, which are not common in 
that body and are even more rare among 
the Southerners who sometimes grace, but 
frequently disgrace, those halls. On mat- 
ters of foreign policy, he has been a firm 
rock, 

The Southern states established a truly 
glorious line of public servants in the early 
days of the RepuBlic. That tradition began 
to fade under the light -of the slavery 
issue, and the South has never yet come 
back in the quality of its public men. A 
Southern Senator of Fulbright’s promise 
could be ill spared, even to the cause of 
learning at Columbia. ° 


Medical Men Go to War 


Waldemar Kaempffert in the Saturday Review 
of Literature. 
“Doctors at War,” Edited by Morris Fishbein. 

P. Dutton & Co., New York.) 

It was a happy idea to ask the physi- 
cians who organized and directed the gi- 
gantic medical effort of the war fo tell the 
story of their accomplishments. The work 
to which they have contributed and which 
Dr. Fishbein has edited is the best compre- 
hensive survey of its subject that we are 
likely to have until the Division of Med- 
ical Sciences of the National Research 
Council] publishes its pipmised report in 14 
monumental volumes. 

When we find that the death rate in 
wounded was 8.1 per cent in World War I, 
but only 3.3 per cent in World War II, that 
the annual death rate per 1000 for all dis- 
eases in the Army, excluding surgical con- 
ditions, was 15.6 per cent in World War I, 
but only .6 per cent in World War II, it is 
evident that the medical record of the 
Army and Navy in this war is impressive, 

* » . : 

As might be expected, successes are glort- 
fied in this book, as they deserve to be, but 
failures are either minimized or entirely 
ignored. When they write on medicine and 
surgery in war, the contributors to this 
volume are at their best, but when they 
write on the social aspects of medicine, 
they are at their worst. 

Col. Leonard G. Rowntree, chief of the 
Medical Division of the Selective Service 
System, and Dr. Harold 8. Diehl, of the 
Procurement and Assignment Service, are 
the principal soft-pedallers. PAS was 
charged with the responsibility of distrib- 
uting physicians, dentists and veterinarians 
to meet not only the needs of the Army, 
but also of the civilian population. It suc- 
ceeded so far as the first task was cone 
cerned; it failed jn the second. The rea- 
sons are two. One is the control over the

U.S. A. in the Middle East 


T 


HE President had no choice but to “accede” to the view of the 
British Government that “it was not in a position to adopt the. 
policy” he had recommended—namely to grant an additional 


100,000 certificates for the immigration of Jews into Palestine. For 
while the United States has considerable influence in the Middle East, 
it does rot now have respcasibilities or power. 


What can be done by influence 
alone is, in the conditions of the 
Middle East, seomething, but not 
mych, : 
he predominant power in the 
Middle East is Great Britain. Not 
only does it hold the mandate for 
Palestine, but it is in fact the 
principal Western power in rela- 
tion to the whole Moslem world, 
from Tripoli in the Central Medi- 
. terranean to the Netherlands In- 
dies in the South Pacific. The 
British position in this extended 
region of the earth is precarious. 
For Britain is deficient in the es- 
sential elements of authority—in 
prestige, in military power, and 
in capital resources. 


Rise of Nationalist Tide. 


Her prestige is impaired by the 
rising tide of nationalism among 
the Moslem and Hindu peoples of 
North Africa and South Asia. The 
military power which the British 
Isles can maintai. in that part of 
the world is exceedingly limited; 
as a matter of fact, Great Britain 
has to draw or India, as the af- 
fair in Java illustrates, for the 
troops which would be required if 
her authority were put severely to 
the test. 

Finally, Great Britain is naw 
heavily in debt, as a result of the 
war, to India, Egypt, Palestine, 
and also to Iraq. For an imperial 
power, a protecting power, or 
even for an international trustee, 
it is wholly abnormal that the de- 
pendent peoples should be the 
creditors rather than be able to 
draw upon the sovereign power 

for their own capital development. 
‘ These are the determining rea- 

sons why the British Government 
—in spite of the public pledges 
given by the Labor party before 
the election—is “not in a position 
to adopt a policy” which the Arab 
kingdoms and the’ Moslems of In- 
dia are threatening to oppose with 
violence. It is also the reason why 
President Truman could not in- 
sist upon his request. 


Truman Had No Choice. 


If the British believed their po- 
sition was strong in the Middle 
East, Mr. Attlee would almost cer- 
tainly have gone a very long way, 
without much insistence from us, 
toward carrying out the Presi- 
dent’s request. 

But, believing they are not 
strong, the British do not be- 
lieve they could carry out the 
agreement if London had agreed 
with Washington. The President 
had no choice but to accept the 
British estimate of their own;au- 


insist tha’ they exercise more au- 
thority and power than they think 
they can exercise. 

It has been said that in agreeing 
to the British-American committee 
of inquiry, the President has ac- 
cepted equal responsibility. As re- 
spects that part of the inquiry 
which is to deal with the relief 
and protection of the Jews who 
prefer to remain in Central Eu- 
rope, or have to remain at least for 
the present. this is true. This is 
as much an American as it is a 
British responsibility; it is, in fact, 
the common responsibility of the 
United Nations. 


Part of a Great Préblem. 


It is a special responsibility for 
the United Nations only in 80 far 
ag the plight of the Jews is worse 
than that of other innocent vic- 
times of Nazi oppression and of 
the devastation of war. But it is 
a problem of relief and rehabilita- 
tion, and of the restoration of law 
and order based on the equal 
rights of men, It is a part of the 
problem of Furope, and is soluble 
finally only by solving the Euro- 
pean problem, 

But as respects Palestine, the 
British and Anterican responsibili- 
ties have not yet been made equal. 
For the United States is not now 
a Middle Eastern power. American 
sympathy for Zionism, American 
oil concessions, American mission- 
aries, do not make us a Middle 
Eastern power equal with Britain. 
The Middle East is a British 
sphere of influence—if I may use 
this accurate put taboo phrase — 
because Britain alone can take mil- 
itary and administrative action. — 


America’s Role Is Vital. 


Therefore, in the inquiry about 
Palestine, the Solution selected is 
bound to depend on whether the 
United States is to become in fact, 
not by virtue of its influence in 
London, but by its presence in 
the Middle East, a principal power 
in that part of the world. 

The Palestinian solution will be 
one thing if our role is limited to 
recommending what Great Britain, 
which is on the top, is to carry 
out. It can be a quite different 
solution if the United States makes 
the momentous decision that the 
whole Middle ‘East is a region of 
such vital interest to the peace 
and prosperity of the world that 
we must be present in the Middle 
East, present somewhere—for ex- 
ample at the port of Haifa—exer- 
cising not only influence from the 
distance of Washington, but influ- 
ence radiating from some local

HE three men who sat facing reporters in the sunny office of 
the President in the White House had momentous news to give 
to the world.

the room. But the principals in 
the drama were not, by tempera- 
ment, inclined to dramatic effect. 
It was a quiet, unobtrusive per- 
formance. 
‘What the three men had arrived 
at seemed sensible and workman- 
like. It was an approach to co- 
operation. Following on a night- 
mare period, when a race with 
atomic weapons appeared to have 
begun, it offered some hope. 


Way Open to Arms Cuts. 


The concept of a commission 
under the United Nations Organ- 
ization to frame a working nfethod 
of co-operation, before the spe- 
cialized information on the prac- 
tical application of atomic energy 
should be given out, had a reason- 
able sound. It is hard to see how 
anyone could quarrel with it, 

Everything, of course, depends 
on the commission. If it suc- 
ceeds, then the way is open not 
only to restrict atomic energy to 
peaceful uses, but to proceed with 
disarmament on other levels. 
Point No. 3 recommended to the 
commission is: 

“For the elimination from na- 
tional armaments of atomic weap- 
ons and of all other major weap- 
ons adaptable to mass destruc- 
tion.” 

The last part of that sentence 
is particularly significant. It 
would surely cover the super- 
bomber. Mass fire raids by B-29s 
over Tékyo caused as many deaths 
in an hour or two as the atomic 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. , 


For Exchange of Scientists. 


Logically, the commission should 
begin first to promote the ex- 
change of scientific information 
and the exchange of scientists be- 
tween countries. That cannot be- 
gin too soon to break down the 
barriers of suspicion that have 
been growing up. 

Out of Moscow this week came 
a news story of new cosmic ray 


used to photograph changes in 
the sun’s rays not hitherto ob- 
served, 

It credited these discoveries to 
one of the principals in the atomic 
drama who has thus far been off 
stage. He is Peter Kapitza, So- 
viet Russia's chief nuclear physi- 
cist. 

Kapitza’s life story weaves in 
much of the history of our time. 
Before the revolution in Russia in 
1917, he was a brilliant young sci- 
entific student, the son of a Czarist 
general. From 1919 to 1921, he was 
a lecturer in the Leningrad Poly- 
technical Institute. 

Then he turned against Bolshev- 
ism and fled as a refugee to Eng- 
land. Given a fellowship at Cam- 
bridge University, Kapitza ad- 
vanced rapidly under the tutelage 
of Britain’s great physicist, Ernest 
Rutherford. He became assistant 
director of magnetic research in 
the Cavendish laboratory. 


Plea by Lady Astor. 


In the ’20s he established con- 
nections with Russian scientists, 
and a little later he returned 
to the Soviet Union for a visit. 
Kapitza was never allowed to go 
back to England even though, ac- 
cording to one story that may be 
apocryphal, Lady Astor—in her 
famous visit to Moscow—pleaded 
on her knees with Maxim Lit- 
vinov for his return, 

In June of this year, some of 
his former colleagues and friends 
from Cambridge saw Kapitza in 
Moscow. The occasion was the 
220th anniversary of the Russian 
Academy of Science. They found 


~| him, somewhat to their surprise, 


a convinced Communist. 

Kapitza should be invited to 
England and America. Our nuclear 
physicists should go to Moscow. 
These exchanges will have nothing 
to do with political ideologies. 
They will mark the renewal of the 
kind of scientific interchange that 
was interrupted by the war. It is 
on such a base that confidence 
must be built so that the gommis- 
sion can take the other essential 


discoveries by Russian scientists.

PLUTONIUM: MADE 
AT WASHINGTON U. 
AIDED BOMB WORK 


Quantity No Greater Than 
Head of Pin, but Was 
Largest Output in U.S., 
Dr. Hughes Says. 


In the early stages of the de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb 
Washington University, with the 
aid of its cyclotron, produced a 
quantity of the new element, plu- 
tonium, no greater than the head 
of a pin. This small amount, 
however, was sufficient to enable 
scientists to make experiments on 


which decisions were based in- 
volving the building of gigantic 
plants to produce the element on 
a large scale, Dr. Arthur L, 
Hughes, head of the department 
of physics at the university, said 
last night. 

Speaking before the St. Louls 
section of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, Dr. Hughes ex- 
plained that plutonium was essen- 
tial to the bomb becatse it was 
one of the two known elements 
whose atom is easily fissionable 
and lends itself to a self-sustain- 
ing chain action without which 
a bomb would be harmless. 


Uranium Bombed With Neutrons. 


Plutonium was produced, he 
said, by placing uranium with an 
atomic weight of 238 in the uni- 
versity cyclotran and bombarding 
it with neutrons, which are atom- 
ic particles with no. electrical 
charge. The uranium, hit by a 
neutron, absorbs it and changes 
its atomic weight to 239. But 
uranium 239 is unstable and soon 
transmutes itself to a new element 
called neptunium. Neptunium is 
also unstable and changes again 
to plutonium which has a long 
life, : 

Small ag it was, the amount of 
plutonium produced by the Wash- 
ington cyclotron was greater than 
that obtained from any other 
cyclotron in the country, Dr. 
Hughes said, , 

“Had the output of our cyclo- 
tron not been outstandingly high,” 
he told his audience, “the vitally 
necessary experimental work 
preparatory to maki far-reach- 
ing decisions might} well have 
been delayed for months. This in 
turn would almost certainly have 
meant a delay in the production 
of the bombs and in the termina- 
tion of the war.” 

Little ‘Secret’ Left. 


Dr. Hughes, who was assistant 
director of the atomic bomb 
project in New Mexico, told the 


engineers there is a great deal of 
loose thinking and misunderstand- 
ing about what is called the “se- 
cret” of the bomb. In answer to a 
question he said the only secret 
left is the method of assembling 
it and the method of setting it off. 

“This kind of a secret is not 
going to be exploited by an in- 
dividual working in an attic or a 
basement, nor is another nation 
going to equal our achievement 
next month,” he said. “However, 
with intelligence and determina- 
tion and resources, our achieve- 
ment could no doubt be equalled 
in a few years by a nation like 
the Germany of 1939.. These few 
years are the margin in which to 
secure goodwill and co-operation 
between nations.” 

Opposes Curbs on Scientists. 

Congressional proposals to con: 
trol and regulate scientific re- 
search are causing scientists no 
end of anxiety, Dr. Hughes added 
since it is their belief that science 
flourishes best where there is 
freest exchange of ideas and dis- 
cussion. |. 

“We feel deeply that if there is) 
any restriction on fundamental 
research, we may well be the 
losers in a future war,” he said. 
“America’s outstanding: weapon is 
her ability to convert fundamental 
discoveries more rapidly than any 
other nation into potent tools. 
This, however, is technology and 
engineering, not fundamental 
science.” 

Discussing the work on the 
bomb at New Mexico, Dr, Hughes 
said scientists there were assigned 
the task of devising methods to 
use.the critical materials being 
produced by the other atomic 
bomb projects in the country. To 
insure secrecy, the New Mexico 
project was located on a lonely 
mesa, 


DR, FRANK M. CHAPMAN DIES; 
‘DEAN OF ORNITHOLOGISTS’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
Dr. Frank M. Chapman, curator 
of birds at the American Museum 
of Natural History, died Thurs- 
day night.

As Heat Source Likely Within 


10 Years, Dr. Compton Believes

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17 — 
Within 10 years power companies, 
designing new plants for city 
service, may be considering fag- 
vorably the use of uranium 
atomic heat instead of coal. 

This prediction was made to the 
American Philosophical Society 
and, the National Academy of 
Sciences here by Dr. Arthur H. 
Compton, Nobel prize winner in 
1927, who headed the scientific 
work that produced the present 
atomic ovens to manufacture plu- 
tonium at Pasco,.Wash. He. is 
now chancellor of Washington 
University, St. Louis, 

He said the power companies 
would consider the substitution of 
uranium for coal for purely eco- 
nomic reasons, adding that this 
forecast did not take into account 
the possibility of political or so- 
cial controls that might change 
atomic power developments. 

“This, of course," Dr. Compton 
said, “does not mean that atomic 
power will put coal out of busi- 
ness. Each will have its own 
field. For small heating units, 
such’ as kitchen stove, atomic 
power has no place, If our na- 
tional economy grows as it should, 
coal as a chemical agent will in- 
crease in importance.” 

Dr. Compton said uranium 
might reduce the cost of heat 
and power to cities. .There will 
be the boon of no smoke. 

No Smoke From Atomic Heat. 

“I wish,” he said, “that I could 
show you the atomic power plants. 
(In addition to Pasco there is one 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., also making 
plutonium.) They are the sweet- 
est machinery operating with the 
least trouble of any power plant 
that IT know.” 

Dr, Compton sald that a reason- 
ably efficient atomic power plant 
could be put into operation within 
a year, making superheated steam 
to drive a turbine, but this plant 
would be only a demonstration, 
and not economic without a num- 
ber of years of further develop- 
ment. 

“Prominent advantages of atom- 
ic power,” he said, “are the ex- 
traordinary low rate of fuel con- 
sumption. and consequent low cost 
of fuel, wide flexibility and easy 
control, and complete absence at 
the power plant of smoke or 
noxious fumes, 

No Danger of Explosions. 

“With the prewar price of ura- 
nium oxide at roughly $3 per 
pound, and of coal at $3 per ton, 
this would mean the economical] 
use of uranium as fuel if only 
one part in a thousand of its 
available energy is used. Actual- 
ly we should expect the first plants 
built for producing atomic power 
to be considerably more efficient 
than this, which would mean a 
substantial cost advantage for ura- 
nium.” 

This uranium power will be 
safe. Dr. Compton said _ that 
atomic explosions, such as de- 
stroyed Hiroshima, cannot occur 
accidentally. 

The rays emitted by the burning 
uranium will limit power units to 
perhaps a minimum size of 50 
tons. Most of this weight is the 
two or three feet of solid steel 
Dr. Compton said is needed to 
shield personnel, 

World Government Inevitable. 

He said that world government 
has become inevitable. “The choice 
before us,” he asserted, “is wheth- 
er this government will be agreed 
upon or whether we elect to fight 
a catastrophic third world war 
to determine who shall be master. 

“No city of over 100,000 popula- 
tion will remain as an effective 
operating center after the first 
hour of the war. At least 10 per 
cent of the attacked nation’s pop- 
ulation will be wiped out in the 
initial blow.” 

He said that atomic disarm- 
ament would be a fatal mistake 
which would give some ambitious 
nation a chance to make these 
weapons with the hope of master- 
ing the world. The answer, he 
added, is to outlaw war itself by 
use of a strong world police force. 

The Philosophical Society pre- 
sented its Franklin medal to Dr. 
Compton last night. In addition 
to having a leading part in devel- 
oping the atomic bomb, he made 
physics discoveries which preced- 
ed atomic energy production. 

Other awards by the academy 
included: the Daniel Giraud EI- 
liott medal to Theodosius Dob- 
zhansky, Columbia University, for 
his publication, “Genetics and the 
Origin of Species,” and the acad- 
emy’s public welfare medal] to Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, director of the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
Development, for scientific work 
during the war.

Atomic Bombs Cheap to Make. 

Atomic bombs cheap enough 
that tens of thousands of them

made in studying the rays emitted 
by 30 common chemical elements 
which are: transformed into sub- 
stances like radium. 

Beta rays, streams of ele¢ftrons, 
were produced so powerful that 
a single overexposure of this 
radiation caused skin cancer in 
animals. These rays have long 
been known to cause cancer, but 
never in a single shot. 

Some of the radioactive by- 
products, he said, if absorbed into 
the body, will cause cancer of the 
bone. Plutonium, the new metal 
that makes bombs, is just as dan- 
gerous as radium if taken into 
the human body. 

Honored for Betatron. 

The National Academy last 
night honored a 34-year-old Uni- 
versity of Illinois’ professor for 
his development of the world’s 
most powerful X-ray machine. 

Prof. Donald W. Kerst received 
the $3000 Cyrus B. Comstock prize 
in recognition of his invention of 
the betatron, a new instrument 
of atomic science. 

The award is given every five 
years for “the most important 
discovery or investigation in elec- 
tricity or magnetism or radiant 
energy.” Kerst was selected for 
the honor in 1943, but the an- 
nouncement and presentation was 
forbidden by wartime secrecy on 
all work involving nuclear physics. 

The citation to Kerst read, “for 
his pioneer work in connection 
with the development of the beta- 
troy, and the results which he has 
obtained with this new and pow- 
erful scientific toll.” 

President F. B. Jewett of the 
academy made the presentation. 
The prize represents two-thirds of 
the income from a $10,000 fund 
established in 1907 by Gen. Cyrus 
B. Comstock, Civil War officer, 
onetime head of geodetic survey 
activities, and later of Mississippi 
flood control work. He died in 
1910. 

Kerst’s betatron accelerates 
electrons by use of a magnetic 
field. His first machine, built in 
1940, produced a beam of 2,000,000 
electron volts of energy. Eighteen 
months later he-=put into opera- 
tion one producing 20,000,000, and 
since has constructed a 100,000,- 
000-volt betatron. 

At present he is preparing final 
designs for a betatron producing 
more than 250,000,000 volts which 
he expects will produce cosmic 
ray effects,

German Code Machine, 


George Dasch, the Nazi saboteur 
who turned informer after landing 
on Long Island in 1942, described 
one of the German code machines 
in a statemeM he gave to agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. He had observed it on 
the submarine which took him 
and his co-conspirators from Ger- 
many to a beach off Long Island. 

“I noticed that when a message 
came in he put it down in letters 
like J, G or H,” Dasch said.

Two Scares on Code Leaks. 

Two of the biggest war scares 
which Washington experienced 
came from leaks of the informa- 
tion that we had broken the Jap- 
anese code. 

The first followed the Battle of 
Midway, in which the dispatch of 
the Chicago Tribune’s correspond- 
ent revealed to the astute reader 
information which could have 
come only from that source. The 
dispatch named the Japanese 
ships which participated, gave 
their disposition, and even picked 
up some misspellings from inter- 
cepted Japanese messages. 

Consideration was given to In- 
dicting the Tribune for publica- 
tion of thig-dispatch and the Navy 
at first pressed hard for prosecu- 
tion, but by the time the case 
reached a grand jury, the Navy 
had learned that the Japanese 
were still using the code. The 


evidence which would have been 


used against the Tribune would 
have revealed to the -Japanese 
that we had broken their code, so 
the effort at prosecution was 
abandoned. 


The other big scare came in 
9:i when the Republican presi- 
dential candidate, Gov. Thomas E, 
Dewey of New York, knowing 
that we had broken the code, was 
feared to be about to make some 
use of the information in criticiz- 
ing the Roosevelt administration 
for what happened at Pearl Har- 
bor. A day after his fighting 
speech at Oklahoma City, an 
Army colonel who had flown from 
Washington with a message from 
Gen. Marshall appeared at his 
door. Marshall asked- Dewey not 
to complete reading the letter un- 
less he was prepared to keep se- 
cret what followed, and, under 
those conditions, Dewey declined 
to tie his hands and refused to 
accept the letter. Later there was 
another message from Gen. Mar- 
shall, which imposed no réstric- 
tions, informing Dewey that we 
had broken the code but pointing 
out that it was of the utmost 
importance that the Japanese be 
képt in ignorance of that.

Our party stepped aboard a 
trim destroyer at a Yokohama 
dock at 8 a.m, and were taken 
out in the bay to the Missouri, 
the most startling weapon of war 
I have ever seen. I simply could 
not believe that anything could 
be so huge, so studded with guns. 
Its guns looked like the bristles 
of a gigantic hedgehog. 

I was struck mute by the scene 
until the destroyer edged along- 
side the huge battleship and I 
heard a familiar voice roar out 
from above: 

“Hello, Skinny!” 

I looked up, and peering down 
at me was my old friend and for- 
mer classmate at the War College 
in Washington, Adm, Bill Halsey. 
I had not seen him since he was 
a commander and I a lieutenant 
colonel in the early 1930s. I got 
up to a point where I could 
touch the fingers he reached 
down to me, and it was a thrill 
to be back with a man who had 
done so much for his country. 

MacArthur went directly into a 
private cabin. I stood out on the 
deck beneath one of the huge for- 
ward turrets, and never saw as 
many generals and admirals in 
one spot in my life. 

When the glum little Jap dele- 
gation had taken its place to fill 
the square, led by Foreign Min- 
ister Mamoru Shigemitsu, Mac- 
Arthur made his entrance with 
Adm. Nimitz, It was an unforget- 
table moment. 

As MacArthur came _ through 
the American lineup he motioned 
to Gen. Percival and me to fol- 
low him, and to stand behind him 
as he stepped to the microphone. 
He then gave the short historic 
talk which schoolboys will know 
1000 years from now, and told the 
Japs to eome up and sign. Then 
he sat down at tHe table to sign 
as Supreme Allied Commander. 
He took five fountain pens out 
of his pocket and placed them on 
the table. 

Then he began to write his 
mame.

He gave me the pen, a wholly 
unexpected and very great gift. 
He picked up another pen, wrote 
a bit more, and gave that to Gen. 
Percival. The next three pens he 
set aside, to be given to various 
organizations in the United States. 
Then he took a small red fountain 
pen out of his pocket—it was 
Mrs. MacArthur’s pen—and fin- 
ished signing the document. 


When the signing was attended 
to and the Japs had been shown 
back to their special boat for the 
re‘urn to the mainland, a stunning 
flicht of American war planes 
thundered overhead. The senior 
of‘icers followed MacArthur to 
Halsey’s quarters on the gigantic 
battlewagon and tough old Bill 
served us coffee and doughnuts. 

On the trip back to the main- 
land from the Missouri, on the 
same destroyer which brought us 
to the historic scene of capitula- 
tion, I spent some time on the 
bridge with the skipper. I asked 
him if the destroyer Wainwright 
—named for my grandfather and 
my uncle—had survived the war, 
and it was pleasing to hear that 
it had, 

I was back to Manila that after- 
noon and through the evening I 
was called on by a number of old 
friends I had not seen in years: 

That same day I saw what was 
to me one of the most astonishing 
sights of my two score of years in 
the Army.

Many warm friends were 
Nichols Field the next morning to 
see us off. Capt, Perkins lifted 
the big C-54 in the air at 8 o'clock 
and headed straight east over La- 
guna de Bay. <As we drew off 
from the eastern shore of Luzon 
I felt a sudden sadness, for 
though the Philippines had been 
the scene of my own and my coun- 
try’s most humiliating experience, 
I am very attached to the islands. 
I felt that I would never see them 
again, 

We flew through perfect 
weather to Guam, whose develop- 
ment since I first saw it in 1908, 
and last saw it in 1940, was hard 
to pelieve. Lieut. Gan. Barney 
Giles, of the Twentieth Air Force, 
took us in hand that evening and 
showed us our first B-29. 

We left Guam in the morning 
and flew to Kwajalein, where the 
Navy treated us handsomely, and 
then flew on all that night and 
until noon the next day to Hono- 
lulu, where an old comrade, Lieut: 
Gen. Robert C, Richardson, was 
waiting for me at Hickam Field. 

He had a luncheon ready, and 
some great news, While we were 
eating he took a radio message 
from: his pocket from the Adju- 
tant General of the Army, and 
told me I had been promoted to 
the grade of full general. With a 
big smile he produced eight silver 
stars from his pocket and pinned 
them on my shoulders. The pro- 
motion was wholly unexpected; a 
very wonderful thing for Presi- 
dent Truman to do, when one con- 
siders that I spent by far the 
greater part of the war in prison 
camps, ° 

We were Gen. Richardson’s 
guests in Hawaii until Friday 
night, September 7, when we took 
off for San Francisco. It was 
cloudy as we approached the city. 
But at 11 a.m, September 8 the 
clouds opened and there below 
us was the Golden Gate Bridge 
and the green mountains to the 
north of the Bay ,., home, and 
there never was a finer word. 

A large delegation met us at 
Hamilton Field: the Mayor, sev- 
eral generals—and my sister, Mrs, 
Frederick Mears, of Seattle, and 
my boy, whom I had missed so 
very much, With my boy and my 
sister in the car with me we 
whisked through the Presidio and 
into the city to the St. Francis 
Hotel, where a heart-warming 
crowd had gathered. talked to 
my wife by phone Skaneateles, 
N.Y., grateful to hear her voice 
again after more than four years, 

I spent Sunday morning, Sept. 
9, on my son’s fine new ship, and 
then met the Mayor and rode with 
him in the great parade which 
jointly celebrated the anniversary 
of California’s admission to the 
Union and my own return, It was 
a tremendous occasion, an indel- 
ible thrill. 

Gen, Marshall had _ instructed 
me to arrive in Washington at 
exactely 12:30 p.m., Eastern War 
Time, the following day. We took 
off from Hamilton Field in our 
same C-54 at 6 p.m. Sunday and 
flew over the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. 

We were ahead of schedule 
shortly after dawn, so Perkins 
flew us ovey the beautiful Tennes- 
see Valley and the Big Smokies, 
gave us.a look at the big Marine 
base at Quantico, Va., and put the 
C-54 déwh on the dot at 12:30 at 
the National Airport in Washing- 
ton. 


As I stepped from the plane a. 


Guard of Honor presented arms 
and the band played the appro- 
priate flourishes and ruffles and 
then the General’s March. Stand- 
ing at attention, as was everyone 
else, I kept my eyes on my wife, 
who stood there> at Gen. Mar- 
shall’s side. Gen. Marshall let 
my wife come to me first. 

It was a busy day. Mrs. Wain- 
wright and I were taken first to 
the Pentagon Building to. meet 
that fine old gentlema and 
statesman, Col. Stimson, in his 
office in the fantastic building the 
existence of which I had learned 
only a week before. 

On a reception committee at the 
Pentagon were 30 or 40 officers 
and men of my former command 
in the Philippines, among them 
Col. Howard, the Marine officer in 
command of Corregidor’s beach 
defenses; Brig. Gen. Romulo of 
the Philippine Army and a num- 
ber of other Filipino officers and 


men, and Brig. Gen, Maxon Lough, 


who had suffered an almost kill- 
ing blow over the head with a 
baseball bat during the Bataan 
Death March, | 

We were driven across the 
bridge into Washington and on 
nearly every lamppost was a pic- 
ture of myself in my sun helmet, 
and the warming legend, “Wel- 
come Skinny.” 

More than 100,000 persons had 
gathered on the Monument 
Grounds, and when I took my 
place on the flag-draped reception 
stand they gave me a cheer that, 
I guess, brought tearstomy eyes. 

“Thank you, all of you .. 
finally said. “I still find it hard 
to believe that I am really here, 
back among my own people, 

“We lived in a blacked-out 
world during our prison days. 
One of the least, and the greatest, 
of the cruelties practiced by the 
Japs was to keep us from fre- 
quent contact with home. We 
seldom knew what had happened 
to our loved ones.

CONFESSION HELD 
ADMISSIBLE IN 
STABBING TRIAL 


Judge Flynn Rules 
Signed Statement of 
Killing Woman Was 
Made Voluntarily. 


Circuit Judge William BRB, Flynn 
today denied a motion to suppress 
the confession of Van Lee Ram- 
sey, Negro, that he fatally stabbed 
Miss Lena A, Davidson on May 1, 
and allowed the signed statement 
to be introduced ag evidence by 
the prosecution in Ramsey’s trial 
on a charge of first degree mur- 
der, 

Judge Flynn ruled that the con- 
fession was made voluntarily by 
Ramsey after being questioned by 
police following his arrest on July 
10, The motion to suppress the 
confession, filed by Silas E. Gar- 
ner, Ramsey’s lawyer, prior to the 
beginning of the trial this week, 
set out that the confession was 
not voluntary in that it was ob- 
tained only after 13 hours of ques- 
tioning by police. : 

Ramsey testified yesterday, dur- 
ing a preliminary hearing of tes- 
timony concerning the confession, 
that he signed the statement after 
police. threatened to arrest his 
wife, Mrs. Alice Ramsey, and 
after one of the officers, who is 
no longer on the force, told him, 
“All I can’t sweat out of you, I'll 
kick out of you.” 

The jury was excluded from the 
courtroom all day yesterday while 
testimony was heard to determine 
the admissibility of the signed 
confession. ‘ 

Mrs, Ramsey testified she was 
taken by police to see her hus- 
band and that when she looked 
into the captain’s office at the 
Carondelet District police station 
and saw Ramsey, she started to 
cry. 

“Van said, ‘Don’t cry, don’t 
worry; go back to your. mother,” 
she testified, 

Detective Sgt. Walter Cliffe, to 
whom Ramsey first admitted he 
stabbed Miss Davidson in the 
throat at the intersection of Grace 
avenue and Osceola street, testi- 
fied that Ramsey was not mis- 
treated in any way during the 
questioning which led to his con- 
fession. Several other police offi- 
cers corroborated Cliffe’s testi- 


mony. 

Assistant Circuit Attofney 
Thomas- E. Dowling, who took 
Ramsey’s statement, testified 
Ramsey, after signing:the docu- 
ment, told him, “I’m glad it is all 
over.”

Attack Conceived in January.

In testimony yesterday, Inglis 
had said the United States Pacific 
fleet was numerically inferior to 
the Japanese in December 1941.

“(C)” That should assumptions 
(A) or (B) be in error, a reserve 
group of heavy naval units could 
sortie from the inland sea to give 
support to the carrier striking 
force in a decisive engagement 
with the American fleet. The 
other task forces of the Japanese 
fleet (southern force, northern 
force, and the South seas force) 
would be available for this pur- 
pose. Implied in the plan is the 
assumption that, in the event of 
such an engagement, the combined 
strength of the bulk of available 
Japanese major fleet units would 
be sufficient to defeat the Ameri- 
can fleet. 

“(D) A powerful carrier air 
strike directed against the Ameri- 
can forces based in Hawali could, 
if tactical surprise were effected, 
achieve the strategic result of 
crippling the American fleet; that 
such a strike couwd achieve also 
the destruction of American land- 
based air power and thus permit 
the Japanese . striking force to 
withdraw without damage.” 

The report said the Japanese

U. S. Patrol Planes Not Used. 
Adm, Inglis testified that the 
Navy mfght have discovered the 
Japanese task force attacking 
Pearl Harbor if it had used its 
long-range patrol planes. 

Under questioning by Senator 
Brewster (Rep.), Maine, he said 
that 69 PBYs, capable of flying a 
triangular course with an _ 800- 
mile radius, were available for 
patrol work in December 1941. 

Previous Army and Navy inves- 
tigations have indicated that no 
long-distance reconnaissance was 
being flown on the day of the 
attack. The Navy was charged 
with this responsibility under 
agreements made in the joint de- 
fense plan, 

Brewster asked if it would have 
been possible, with the equipment 


available, to have discovered the 
Japanese task force if an 800-mile 
patrol had been flown in the areas 
not covered by American ship- 
ping. “My answer is ‘yes,’ with 
this qualification,” Inglis replied. 
“I don’t think the areas covered 
by our own shipping could be 
counted upon. The patrol would 
360 
degrees.” 

Insufficient for Full Patrol. 

The witness expressed the opin- 
ion that the 69 PBYs on hand 
were not sufficient to make any 
such full patrol. 

Brewster contended that it 
would not have been necessary to 
patrol the areas in which there 
was American shipping, since the 
Japanese obviously would avoid 
such sectors.

Hero in the Pacific

T long last there has reached me some of 

A the notes and stories I jotted down on my 

pleasure trip to the South Pacific during 

the recent war. They are all stamped by the 

censor, and I guess 

that is why they 

took so long to get 

here. Censors do 

not work quickly. It 

is rather amazing 

what happens to a 

man when he is ap- 

pointed as a, mili- 

tary censor. He be- 

comes an entirely 

different person. If 

he has strong eyes, 

and therefore has 

no need for glasses, 

he borrows some 

tortoise shell jobs, 

. anyhow, and puts 

them on. He develops a slight cough, and a 

Targer paunch, He puts on a stern glare, and 

makes himself talk slowly, deliberately, and, 
often, dully. 

But that is beside the point. What I want to 
say is that, with your permission, I’]] occasionally 
run one of these South Pacific stories. They may 
not be very good, but they do give a little bit 
of credit to. those men I hope this country won't 
forget too soon—the men who won the war, 
atomic bomb or no atomic bomb. Like this 
story, for-example, which bears the dateline: 


“A Forward Naval Base Somewhere in the 
Southwest Pacific—One of the great men of this 
war is Quartermaster second class, Frank Lum- 
mis, of Collingswood, N. J. a former shipyard 
worker. He is entitled to greatness because he 
cooks an average of 52 meals a day on a PT 
boat. Only those who have seen the kitchen— 
pardon, galley—of a PT boat, and who have rid- 
den a PT boat in combat, can fully appreciate 
the full stature of Lummis. 
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COOKING on a PT when she is running wide 
open—when her three motors are generating more 
horsepower than Col. Bradley's Idle Hour Farm 
—depends on science, luck, skill, and the power 
of prayer. The PT stands on her tail to start with, 
meaning that everything is on a 40-degree slope. 
She often leaves the water, all 80 feet of her 
leaping across the waves like a salmon late for 
a date. 

I watched Lummis cook a meal under these 
conditions. The men above were at battle sta- 
tions. His little galley was blacked out save 
for a feeble blue-tinted bulb. He had two little 
electric grilis to work with, plus an oven that 
could have been polished and passed for a watch 
charm. He had decided, rashly, I thought, to 
have breaded veal cutlets, French fried potatoes, 
sliced tomatoes and coffee. 
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HE POT on a topflight juggling act while peel- 
ing the potatoes. When he wasn’t in the air, 
the potatoes were, and when neither he nor 
the potatoes were soaring through space, the PT 
boat was. His footwork was reminiscent of 
Dempsey in. his prime. He went to his left like 
Joe Gordon, and to his right like Marty Marion. 

“When he starts breading those cutlets,” I 
said to myself, “we'll have a white Christmas, 
right here in the middle of the Pacific.” 


Lummis approached the job of breading the 
cutlets with unbelievable calm, Just as he dipped 
the first one in the crumbs a 40-millimeter can- 
non fired from topside, the PT went into a ma- 
rine rhumba, and the light went out. We were 
all in the air—boat, ship, cook, cutlets, crumbs 
and pan, 

“When the light comes on again,” I said to 
myself as I bounced against a bulkhead, “this 
meal will be all over the world. Even the blue- 
birds at Dover will be having some of these 
crumbs for breakfast.” 
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THE LIGHT came on and there was Lummis, 
doing a better job of outfielding than the Tris 
Speaker of 25 years ago. He speared a cutlet 
with his right hand. He snared the skillet with 
a shoestring catch. Escoffier would have bowed 
his head in the presence of this display of cook- 
ing. So would have Lummis’s wife, Eleanor. 


It was of Eleanor that Lummis spoke as he 
looked into the little oven to see how the toast 
was coming along. ° 

“You know,” he said, “when I get home and 
my wife complains about cooking a meal, I am 
going to be tempted to—well, she had just better 
not ever fuss about the size, of our kitchen, or 
the equipment in it.” 

He served the meal. 

Then he went topside and took up his other 
job—manning a cannon until it was time to pre- 
pare breakfast.

It blinds its eyes to the necessity of your ob- 
taining more fuel to carry you through the win- 
ter and the reluctance of the fuel dealers to give 
it to you free of charge. It is indifferent to the 
fact that your house needs painting and that 
there are numerous other examples of deferred 
maintenance around your place left over from 
the war. 

It refuses to admit that automobiles eventually 
have to be turned in and replaced, that members 
of your family have a way of seeing things they 
would like to buy any that the future, if it is 
anything like the past, holds unlimited prospects 
of unforeseen expenses. 

Yes, pledges are a great institution. On the 
other hand, when you make them, profit by ex- 
perience and say to yourself that, however poor 
you may be, you will probably never be feeling 
any richer than you do at the present time. 
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These German prisoners—among hundreds returned in deplorable condition to the American Army 
by the French, who had obtained them for labor—got their first hot meal in three days at a P.O.W. 
camp near Soissons, where they were deloused, given blankets and assigned to winterized tents 
pending medical screening. They are to receive four meals a day until they are well enough to be

One small eggplant, one egg, 
slightly beaten; one-half cup dry 
bread crumbs, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon celery 
salt, pepper, three tablespoons 
shortening, one envelope dehy- 
drated chicken-noodle soup, three 
cups water, two tablespoons flour. 

Peel and slice the eggplant and 
dip into egg and seasoned crumbs, 
Saute each side in the hot short- 
ening, turning once during cook- 
ing. Cook 8-10 minutes. Time of 
cooking depends on thickness of 
slices. Meanwhile empty the soup 
mix into two and one-half cups 
water and boil for seven minutes. 
Make a paste of the flour and re- 
maining water and add; stir until 
mixture is smooth and slightly 
thickened. Pour the hot noodle 
mixture over eggplant slices and 
serve.

One version attributes the asso- 
ciation of the four-leaved clover 
with good luck to its allegéd re- 
semblance to the cross. This is the 
least tenable of the many con- 
jectures on this subject, for the 
four-leaved clover superstition long 
antedates christianity. 

Then there is the legend that 
when Eve had to leave the Garden 
of Eden she took along a four- 
leaved clover—and that this asso- 
ciation with Paradise made the 
four-leaved clover an emblem of 
good luck. 

Perhaps the most logical expla- 
nation for this superstition is that 
it derives from the plant magic 
of the ancient priests known as 
the Druids. Since four-leaved 
clovers were quite uncommon, then 
as now, it is understandable that 
they should have been invested 
with mystical qualities and put 
into the category of herbs of 
magic powers,

r 7 ELL us how you would 
T ive children religious in- 
struction,” says a mother 
and I am glad to explain my ideas 
on the subject. Children must 
have religious instruction if they 
are to be well-rounded human 
beings. If they are to have what 
is essential to their success and 
happiness in this world they must 
have fine characters and giving 
them religious instruction is the 
soundtst way ever found to 
achieve that end, 

They need to learn the creed 
and the prayers and the ritual of 
the church of their fathers, and 
they need to know something of 
their church nistory. But we must 
not stop. there. That is not 
enough. We must instill in their 
minds and hearts a love for right- 
eousness and that is built on the 
practice of right doing. 
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CHILDREN LEARN to know 
what is right to do and what is 
wrong, by experiences, their own 
and others.”

Chil- 
dren hear, see and feel with the 
experiences they have with their 
parents. What they do speaks 
louder to their souls than any 
teaching anybody else can do, And 
what important people do, what 
the neighbors do, what the leading 
officials do, judged from the moral 
standard, affects children’s atti- 
tudes, 

The church, the _ school, the 
home and the community must 
bear, each, a share in the forma- 
tion of the’ character of youth.

South's pass over one heart was 
rather strange, but as he ex- 
plained later, he thought his hand 
was good enough for him to le 
back and enter the auction at a 
higher level. The strategy of this 
course is always questionable, but 
this time, at least it did no dam- 
age. North, of course, was saving 
when he went to four spades, 
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WEST OPENED the heart king, 
which held, and then went into a 
long huddle over his next play. 
Finally concluding that a diamond 
lead might establish a trick for 
South, West shifted to his lowest 
club, This was a dangerous lead, 
dummy’'s clubs being what they 
were, and it had a catastrophic re- 
sult for Kast-West. Dummy’s nine 
was played, and East, hopeful that 
his partner had underled the ace 
in an effort to fool the declarer, 
put up the queen. Declarer’s blank 
ace smothered the queen, a heart 
was ruffed, and South’s two dia- 
monds were quickly discarded on 
the established clubs. One trump 
lead through East cleaned up that 
department, and declarer could 
claim his doubled contract with 
an overtrick. | 
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TO REPEAT, it was extremely 
risky for West to shift to clubs, 
but there was more than a grain 
of logic in his reluctance to lead 
away from the ace-jack of dia- 
monds. For all he could know, 
South might have the diamond 
king. The real flaw in the defense 
could be attributed to East. The 
lead of the heart - king, after 
West’s jump raise in hearts was 
absolute evidence that West had 
both the king and queen—other- 
wise, he would have opened his 
fourth best. Thus, nothing could 
conceivably be lost by overtaking 
the king with the ace, and a dia- 
mond return by East would have 
been super-obvious.
